or What is Really Behind an International Champion Pedigree

The appearance of and the comments connected with the

econ bP of the extended tabulation of the 1935 International grand 
vampion bull Eileenmere 85th 470007 in the last issue of the Aberdeen- 


Angus Journal kindled the fire of a new inspiration in the mind and 
heart of pioneer breeder and importer M. A. Judy to tell Journal readers 
a few of the things that linger in his memory. It is this personal contact 
that supplies first hand information concerning the early day transactons 
and progress of the breed in America that makes the breeding’ business 
so intensely interesting and instructive, not alone to the men who have 
recently joined in this splendid business of helping to develop a great 
breed of cattle, but to most of us who have been intimately engaged in 
this business for so many years. Mr. Judy not only knew the men but he 
knew the cattle, and for that reason his story is highly acceptable and 


appreciated. ] 


I do not agree with the party who wrote the article in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal—February issue as to how it feels to 
breed and own a champion. I have known this Tolan family for 
many years and I will bet a “big” red apple that there was not 
one in the family that was in the least disturbed when Eileenmere 
85th was made grand champion. This is not the first champion 
that Mr. Tolan has bred and shown. His record in the show yards 
dates back many years. If you will permit me to take a little of 
your time and space I will tell you some things perhaps that would 
be very interesting and beneficial to the coming young breeders 
and helpful to the older ones. John Tolan the father of J. Garrett 
Tolan was one of the keenest cattlemen I have ever known. He 
did not have to have a brain truster to show him what kind of a 
steer it took to make the best feeder and prove the most profitable. 
He was a most Princely gentleman and a high class sportsman. 

When J. Garrett Tolan came to found his herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus he looked for the best that could be had for the money. He 
attended a sale that 1 had in Chicago on November 3rd and 4th 
1903. In that sale he purchased two cows, Blackcap 6th and Pride 
3d of Huntly Grange and the offspring from each of these two 
cows have been and were this year’s International grand champion 
bull and cow. 

The February article credits B. R. Pierce as being largely re- 
sponsible for the production of this great masterpiece Eileenmere 
85th 470007 which I will not question but there is one other breeder 
who [ will have you know had a plenty to do with the production 
of this mighty EKileenmere 85th. This bull’s pedigree is good for 
the students of Aberdeen-Angus lore to ponder over and if the 
college professors will practice the Tolan brand in their breeding 
operations they will find more success in their work. The breeder 
who I have in mind is no more nor less than the late Judge John 
S. Goodwin and I am going to tell you why. I never had a better 
friend than B. R. Pierce, and when the history of the Aberdeen- 
Angus was written and published it did not in the least give him 
credit for the part he had performed in the advancement of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. Judge Goodwin was a pedigree wizard. No 
animal of the breed interested him unless the pedigree showed a 
performance in the plenty. He believed in only a few families of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. He was the first Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
to ever advocate these few families and I have often heard it said 
that he was “daffy” on the question and there was nothing to it, but 
the present day International showyard champions are the evi- 
dence of his philosophy. I am going to tell you some of the things 
about the animals that it took to produce this Great Grand Cham- 
pion. 

It was about 1886 when Judge Goodwin imported Blackbird of 
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Corskie 4th 7931. This old cow had a show record back in Scot- 
land and in her day was considered one of the top notchers of the 
breed. She and Blackcap 1552 were the two first Blackbird cows 
to be imported to the States and they were full sisters in Blood, 
as both were sired by St. Clair, a Chieftain Trojan Erica bull and 
you will find both in the picture of this great bull I’m going to 
tell you about—Black Woodlawn 42088. 

In about 1890 Judge Goodwin and myself began to talk about 
a herd for the Columbia World’s Exposition and got together a 
show herd which we had in the fall of 1892 and the show was not 
expected until 18938. Mr. Pierce was very much interested in mak- 
ing that show as well as most every prominent Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder in the business at that time and made us a very liberal 
offer for part of our show herd which consisted of Moon Eclipser, 
Bell of Cottage Grove and some other animals that do not enter 
this picture. Moon Eclipser and Bell of Cottage Grove were both 
champions and mated they brought Bell’s Eclipser the sire of Black 
Woodlawn 42088. Bell of Cottage Grove was sired by Heather 
Lad 2d a champion and a champion sire and he was sired by Black 
Knight and he was a son of Knight of St. Patrick (A Pride of 
Aberdeen) and Blackcap 1552 and she was a very good show cow 
in her time. 

In 1897 Judge Goodwin and I had a sale and at that sale Mr. 
Pierce purchased several head of the offering and among them 
was Blackbird 13th 24464 and she was sired by [Turn to page 18

Buyers Defy Severest Weather in Years to Attend Dispersion 


It is doubtful whether breeders generally 
have ever experienced more difficulty in 
bringing their cattle before the public 
through auction sales than has been the 
case since the beginning of 1936. The snow- 
fall has been excessive and the tempera- 
tures most severe throughout the cattle 
growing section of the northern portion of 
the United States. It has been no uncom- 
mon sight to witness cattle parading around 
the barns and sheds at elevations five to 
eight feet above the earth surface. In such 
cases the snow has been packed sufficiently 
hard to permit such maneuvers—fences be- 
ing deeply buried in the huge banks of 
snow. Highways have been blocked most 
al] the time, it being difficult for the high- 
way people to keep the main roads open 
for traffic. 

With conditions like this existing Senator 
H. D. Miller and his partner Irving Kemp 
stood pat and held their sale at the farm 
on February 25th according to schedule. 
There was but a single approach to the 
farm where the sale was held and that 
through the town of Anamosa to the north. 
Many who started for the sale never did 
make the grade, others arrived at intervals 
during the progress of the sale, some com- 
ing when but a few cattle were left to be 
sold. 

A large tent had been erected in the lot 
between a couple of big barns. The seats 
were arranged on one side and a huge snow 
bank remained within the walls at the one 
end of the tent. In spite of all handicaps 
buyers were present from several states 
and the cattle were well dispersed amongst 
them. 

Lieutenant Governor N. G. Kraschel open- 
ed the auction with the most successful 
show and breeding bull Bell Boy M. K. 
459602, a great thick son of old Black Bel- 
more, and a bull whose sons and daughters 


in the auction were decidedly attractive. 
There were no signs of who might be in- 
terested in anything prior to the opening 
of the sale, but immediately when bids were 
called for it developed that several visitors 
had come with the expectation of taking 
advantage of a weather situation to secure 
a great herd bull. The weather did not cut 
so much figure in this case for Bell Boy M. 
Kk. soon became the property of the firm of 
Lofgren and McGregor, of Ada, Minnesota, 
at the very satisfactory price of $700.00 
even. Even so this bull might well have gone 
to head any one of quite a number of herds 
in this country at two to three times this 
figure. 

With an attraction like this it was not dif- 
ficult to find a place to open the sale. The 
younger bulls followed immediately. The 
sixteen head closing out at the fine average 
of $176.25 per head. Stanley R. Pierce, of 
Creston, Illinois, saw fit to stick with the 
June, 1935, bull Killmere 8th 498691 until he 
secured the calf at $350.00 which was the 
top for the younger set of bulls. This is a 
son of Bell Boy M. K. and he has for dam 
the grand old show cow Queen’s Viola K., 
who has brought home enough champion- 
ship ribbons in her time to fill a gunny 
sack. There were a lot of real bargains 
amongst the rest of the bull calves, several 
of which will make great herd bulls if prop- 
erly developed. 

It seemed a shame to tear asunder this 
carefully assembled group of breeding fe- 
males and have them scattered to the far 
corners of cattledom, but it had to be done, 
painful as the operation might be. At the 
opening of the sale Mr. Kemp announced 
that he should like to have the privilege of 
bidding on some of the females for he hoped 
soon to rebuild a great herd and he did not 


want to attempt the task withou 7 

his command at least a few Pag eid 
standby cows. To such an ambition there 
could be no objection, so the sale proceeded 
The first cow out was the twelve year old 
Enchantress cow, Eris 4th 388439 accom 
panied by a fine bull calf by Bell Boy M. kK 
She was a daughter of Elberon 2d who was 
a grandson of both Elgon and Black Wood- 
lawn. To prove that he meant business Irv- 
ing Kemp bought this pair at $350.00 which 
was the second high of the female offering 

The female top was reached when quite 
a number set about the job of purchasing 
the wonderful Chieftain Trojan Erica show 
heifer Erica Eulana M. K. 2d 498588, calyed 
May 25, 1935. After $200.00 was reached 
first one and then another would take a 
“shot” by adding five or ten to the jackpot 
Finally it looked like only two were stil] 
interested, but when the bidding began to 
drag still another got in and so it went un- 
til A. D. Bradshaw of Smithshire, Illinois, 
landed her at $400.00 And no doubt she wil] 
be one of the cheapest things that sold. 

On four other occasions the bidding ceas. 
ed at even $300.00. Once in the case of Fl- 
ba M. K. 8th 498587 another daughter of 
Bell Boy M. K. and of the same age as the 
top heifer. Her dam is one of the most in- 
tensely Erica bred females in the world, 
and descends directly from the great Elba 
show cow Ebinasta who was mated with 
Erex 279752 to produce the grandam, while 
the sire of the dam is a son of Everly by 
Earlwood by Earl Marshall. 

Thrice the small crowd made Mr. Lofgren 
who was present representing the Ada, Min- 
nesota, firm pay even $300.00 for his choice. 
Once in it was for Elba W. 2d the grandam 
of Mr. Pierce’s Elba heif- [Turn to page 14

Never yet has a single 
soul exhibited a desire to do away with any 
attempt that might be made to find a solu- 
tion for this vexing, and decidedly expens- 
ive, problem of eliminating Bangs disease 
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known as abortion. Nevertheless, the num- 
ber who are in favor of test-and-slaughter 
regardless of conditions under which the 
test may be made are decidedly in the min- 
ority, in fact their number in comparison 
with the whole is entirely negligible—ex- 
cept of course those who are employed to 
execute this program of cattle extermina- 
tion, so to speak. 

A gentleman who has spent in the neigh- 
borhood of half a century breeding and de- 
veloping better cattle and during this time 
has met up with almost every conceivable 
obstacle in the way of disease, ete., has this 
to say: 

“Your preface to Mr. Eylar’s article in 
the last issue of the Journal is just o. k. 
But that is just as far as you or I and quite 
a few others who have spent part or all of 
their lives trying to breed better livestock 
will get on that subject because we are in 
the minority. 

“Many breeders, especially of dairy cattle, 
have lost heavily with abortion and will 
clutch at a straw to try to help themselves. 
Others, like Mr. Eylar, possibily are against 
you, too, as their interest in breeding better 
cattle is more or less recent and with them 
a business basis comes first. Their inter- 
est is in the herd as a whole whereas a life- 
time breeder who is striving year in and year 
out to improve has a special interest for 
each individual, knows their characteristics 
for generations, and at the same time has 
to make the business pay. When this man, 
who is the backbone of improved breeding, 
has to ship his cattle, maybe not because 
they have aborted once but because they 
react to the blood test and someone says 
they should die, it’s really time for real cat- 
tlemen to up and ask, ‘where are we headed 
for, backward or forward?’, and asking may 
be all the good it will do them. 

“Most of the veterinary profession is 
against you, also the college men, and Fed- 
eral men have to be against you because for 
all the money they get and the years abor- 
tion has been causing losses, they now have 
only a germ of an idea as to how to control 
it, and little as to what causes it. So they 
check it, cure it, and maybe save their face, 
by recommending killing those they call re- 
actors. Abortion is not like T. B. There 
should be a cure or a preventative for most 
cases. Does Bangs disease cause it of itself 
or is it in conjunction with some other germ, 
or together do they only cause part of these 
abortions, or is there some nutritional de- 
ficiency in the feed? Anyway, why part 
with a lot of cows if they breed regularly, 
just because they react, if they happen to 
be the best of the breed with a lifetime’s 
work in their makeup? Seldom will calves 
react if weaned at a reasonable time even 
though their mothers are ‘ready’ reactors, 
nor if the calves are separated and tested in 
sixty days after weaning. 

“The blood test as now applied is often 
‘funny’ to say the least. If it is found 
wrong, blame the vet. Maybe he carted 
the samples around in his car too long be- 
fore sending them to the laboratory. Once 
in a while the antigen is haywire, too. One 
time we tested over 200 black ones and 
found many reactors, then when the work 
was done and we were holding our heads, 
word came to the vet. to send all that anti- 
gen back—it was too strong or something. 
And, of course, cattle will react under anti- 
gen from one laboratory and go clean under 
the antigen from another, sometimes. Yes, 
it’s a great life but maybe some stubborn 
college boy will surprise us yet by finding 
a cure or a preventative. Then wont we 
laugh at those poor devils who sent their 
lifetime’s harvest to the yards?”

a ; Seen 
Beef Breeds in Argentina. 

The Buenos Aires Herald just to hand 
contains reports of the shows and sales of 
bulls of the various breeds raised under 
camp conditions. The report states that 
the most sanguine expectations with regard 
to the Aberdeen-Angus sales were more 
than realized, the fine records of last year 
being scattered to the winds. The highest 
individual price was $5700 for the chan- 
pion, while the champion pen of three sold 
at $3500, $3100 and $2700. The reserve 
champion pen of three sold at $2300, $1800 
and $1800. Other leading prices were 
$3800, $2600, $2550, $2400, and the whole 
of the 107 Aberdeen-Angus bulls went 
through the sale ring at prices ranging 
from $550 to $5700, while nine cows and 
heifers brought from $625 to $825 per head, 
the average for the 116 animals working out 
at $1270. A large number of purchases were 
made on behalf of the Brazilian Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

At the sale of Herefords, it is reported 
that there was only a meagre attendance 
and that a dragging and disappointing 
trade was experienced. The champion pen 
of three sold at $4100, $3000 and $2300, 
while of the reserve champion pen two were 
purchased at $900 each and the other one 
was passed in unsold. Another first prize pen 
made $1500 for each of two and $900. The 
only other Herefords sold was a second 
prize pen which made $525 each, but after 
the sale of these eleven bulls the sale of 
Herefords was suspended. 

The report in the Buenos Aires Herald 
further states that in the Shorthorn classes 
again a disappointing trade was met, an 
after half-a-dozen were sold at from $800 
to $1500 each the sale in this section was 
also suspended.—North British Agricultur- 
ist and Farming News.

Is Diversion from Natural 
Sources a Sound Process? 


Harmful shifts in the livestock industry 
due to the administration’s farm policy 
were disclosed tonight by Dr. E. V. Wilcox 
of Washington, secretary of the Farmers 
Independence Council of America. 

He said that over 667,500 more farmers 
are raising cattle than in 1930, and that 
436,000 more farmers are raising’ hogs. 

Leaders of the AAA, he asserted in his 
statement issued at organization headquart- 
ers in Chicago, began their slaughter “after 
convincing themselves in 1934 that there 
were too many hogs, cattle and sheep.” 

“The unfortunate results,’ he said, “lie 
painfully visible about us. But the Census 
reports, just released, have disclosed an in- 
teresting farm shift not contemplated by 
the AAA promoters. Cattle, sheep and hogs 
have spread onto more farms than ever be- 
fore. Over 667,500 more farmers are rais- 
ing cattle than in 1930. The number of 
cattle farms has increased in every state 
except South Dakota and Rhode Island. 
Iowa and Texas each has a million more 
cattle and in the cotton belt 6,000,000 cattle 
are now growing on farms where none grew 
before. 

“More than 3,971,000 farmers are now 
raising porkers. That is 436,000 more than 
were “hog conscious’ in 1930. The number 
of hog farms increased in 40 states, includ- 
ing Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Mis- 
souri. And while for the country as a whole 
our swine population was reduced 19,000,- 
000, the number of hogs increased notably 
in North Carolina, South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Arkansas and Louisiana. 
There are 500,000 more brood sows in the 
cotton belt than in 1930, and 408,000 more 
farms with less than five brood sows. 

“Sheep numbers have declined 8,617,000, 
seventy per cent of this loss occurring in 
the western range states. Over 55,000 more 
farmers, however, have started raising 
sheep and the number of breeding ewes has 
increased in 27 states, particularly in Tex- 
as Ohio, Iowa and Minnesota, to the extent 
of 3,205,000 in the face of a decline of 8,- 
617,000 in the total ovine population. 

“As was to be expected, horses and mules 
registered another back-sliding of two mil- 
lion, but colts showed an increase of 141,- 
000 over the previous census, and this not- 
withstanding the great reduction of cash 
crop acreage, an apparent leaning toward 
the horse and buggy age. 

“Fortunately it’s not necessary for the 
AAA to call in their trained experts to ex- 
plain this shift of the live stock industry. 
The sheep are in the meadow, the cows are 
in the corn and cotton and the pigs are out 
of the pen. Even little boy blue couldn’t 
stop them by blowing his horn. 

“By cracking down on well established 
stock raisers in the regions best adapted to 
that form of agriculture the animal indust- 
ry of the country is being driven into new 
hands and into less suitable areas to the

People are awak- 
ening to the realization of the merits of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed not only for crossing 
bulls but they are establishing pure bred 
registered foundation herds. Texas is the 
greatest breeding grounds in the United 
States on account of short winters and the 
resulting small feed bills.” 

Mr. Barry is about the oldest Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder in the Southwest and yet he 
extends a hearty invitation to attend the 
great Fort Worth Show where he expects 
to be and meet his old time friends. If only 
some of we younger folks could generate 
the enthusiasm exhibited by this veteran 
breeder we should be going places with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

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THE BACKGROUND 


Blackbird Jim, who had for a dam Blackbird 
Lassie 3703 and his sire was Imp. Jim 
Jams, a Jilt bull. Blackbird 13th had for a 
dam Blackbird 8th and her dam was Black- 
bird 7th by Justice and she was a daughter 
of Blackbird of Corskie 4th here-to-fore 
mentioned as being imported by Judge 
Goodwin and from which Black Woodlawn 
descended. Blackbird 13th 24464 at the 
time Mr. Pierce purchased her showed won- 
derful individuality and looked like a so- 
ciety queen. She was settled to the service 
of Blackcap King 22652, a champion and 
the sire of champions. This first calf was 
named Black King of Woodlawn 31008, an 
outstanding bull of superior quality and he 
proved to be a champion sire and headed 
the Col. Igo herd. Her next calf was Wood- 
lawn 33923 one of the greatest bulls ever 
produced in the breed and I have always 
considered him the equal of his distinguish- 
ed brother but he was short lived. He was 
sired by Lord Woodlawn a son of Moon 
Eclipser and Blackbird Lassie 3703, a cham- 
pion and a champion sire. Mr. Pierce sold 
the Lord Woodlawn to Charles Escher & 
Son for a big price to head their herd and 
show herd at that time. 


The next and last produce of Blackbird 
13th 24464 was Black Woodlawn 42088, 
calved March 27, 1900. He was sold to P. 
H. Donohoe, Holbrook, Iowa, in his yearling 
form and some time after that was return- 
ed to Mr. Pierce for not being able to settle 
the Donohoe cows. After a fair trial in the 
Woodlawn herd he was returned to the Hol- 
brook herd and ever after that for many 
years he was able to do a heavy service 
and lived to a good strong age and perform- 
ed a most valuable service for Aberdeen- 
Angus development. The sire of many show 
yard winners and champions and grand 
champions and still the blood of this mighty 
bull is breeding on and on and will do so 
until the end of time. There is no doubt 
by this time he has proved himself the in- 
vincible. He was crowned with his great- 
est show honors as a two-year-old at the 
International Live Stock Show in 1902. His 
greatness lays in his power to transmit his 
super-superior individuality to his poster- 
ity. Only the high spots I will be able to 
mention in the make up of this great grand 
champion bull Eileenmere 85th. I have giv- 
en you a bird’s-eye-view of the immortal 
Black Woodlawn. 

Now I will present the side of the picture 
otf the dam. In about 1890 Judge Goodwin 
and I concluded we wanted some cows of 
the Pride of Aberdeen family as they were 
about the most popular family of the breed 
at that time. We had a very good sprink- 
ling of the Blackbirds, but they were so 
few and so scarce, seldom a breeder would 
ever sell one. There were some Prides of 
Aberdeen changing hands, but to get one 
that was absolutely free from criticism was 
our ambition. Along in the latter part of 
the eighties John C. Christie, Windom, 
Minnesota, had imported some cattle and 
among them were some Prides of Aberdeen. 
Some of them had a cross of Black Watch 
and the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
throughout the land objected to Black 
Watch although he was a champion. We 
purchased the yearling heifer—Pride 3d of 
Huntly Grange 13441 of Mr. Christie. She 
was sired by Energy of Ballindalloch 7796, 
a bull bred at Ballindalloch and sired by 
the Blackbird bull Bushman and his sire 
Young Viscount was the greatest sire ever 
used in the Ballindalloch herd. I have often 
tried to inject into the minds of the’ breed-

singer was. At one time he was the great 
Burley Tobacco King. After several battles 
with the tobacco trust, they met his terms 
of settlement and gave him several million 
dollars to get out of the tobacco business 
and stay out and he took their money and 
quit, contented with his battle scars. He 
owned one of the finest estates there was 
to be found in the South near Shelbyville 
Kentucky. Shortly after he had retired 
from the tobacco business he and his priy- 
ate secretary, Mr. O’Bannon concluded to 
establish an Aberdeen-Angus herd on the 
Weissinger plantation. The life of the Weis- 
singer & O’Bannon firm did not last more 
than a year until Mr. O’Bannon retired and 
Mr. Weissinger’s son Phil took his place as 
a member of the Harry Weissinger & Son 
firm. Weissinger & O’Bannon came and 
spent a day with me on the farm near here, 
talked to me and looked at my herd of cat- 
tle several times the same day. This man 
O’Bannon was a very clever business man 
and took much pains to post himself to 
which and what kind of Aberdeen-Angus to 
buy. The Weissinger herd was started in 
about 1902 when Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were selling in the four figure column. 
That did not shatter their minds as to cattle 
for their herd and they did found one of 
the best herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
that existed in the world. There was noth- 
ing too well bred or too good for their 
pocket book. For the time they were in 
the show yard they were quite successful 
and bred and showed many very prominent 
animals which have done wonderfully well 
for other breeders and helped improve the 
breed. 

Col. Weissinger and his son Phil were 
very muchly interested in saddle horses at 
that time and that seemed to take much of 
Phil’s mird and the Col.’s health was none 
too good and he could not get about to give 
the Aberdeen-Angus proper attention so 
the herd was dispersed in about 1910. The 
Weissinger’s Pride 2d was sired by Undu- 
lata Ito 2d 83834 and her dam Weiss:nger’s 
Pride 55352 was sired by Black Woodlawn 
and out of Pride of Heatherton 24445, she 
was bred by Judge Goodwin and sired by 
Zaire 8th 18484, a Zara bull which had 
made a record in the show yard and was 
sold to head the Senator Lantz herd. He 
was sired by Black Monk 13214, a bull bred 
by Judge Goodwin, and his dam was the 
imported Blackbird 4th of Corskie 17931. 
Black Monk 13214 was a most wonderful 
bull and one of the greatest sires ever pro- 
duced within the breed. He was the sire of 
champions. At the Minnesota State fair 
held at St. Paul in 1897, and that was one 
of the big beef shows of the North Ameri- 
can continent, the get of Black Monk 13214 
defeated all breeds. 

Undulata Ito 2d 83834 was bred by B. R. 
Pierce. His sire was the thrice Highland

Society champion—Prince Ito 50006, a 
Pride of Aberdeen bull and the sire of many 
show yard celebrities and sold for $9100, a 
record price at that time. The dam of Un- 
dulata Ito 2d 83834 was the great Barbara 
Belle 59948, a member of the Goodwin & 
Judy world’s grand champion herd over all 
beef breeds at the Illinois State fair in 1897. 
This bull, Undulata Ito 2d 83834, had a 
very successful show yard record from the 
time he was a junior calf to the time when 
he was showed at the International Live 
Stock show in 1907. He stood first in his 
class and it was the popular opinion of the 
ringside breeders and showmen that he 
should have been grand champion. Stanley 
Pierce was the judge and when asked why 
he did not want to make this great bull 
grand champion, his answer was, he was 
afraid that he would be criticised for mak- 
ing him grand champion when he bred him. 
Weissinger’s purchased Pride of Heatherton 
of B. R. Pierce when she was carrying Weis- 
singer’s Pride and then they mated her to 
Unduiata Ito 2d 83834 which they had also 
purchased of Mr. Pierce and she produced 
Weissinger’s Pride 2d 116266 and she was 
purchased by Mr. Tolan at the Weissinger 
dispersion. He also purchased in this same 
dispersion the bull, Undulata Black Ito 
116277, a top-notcher of a young bull that 
did excellent service for Mr. Tolan. This 
bull was out of Blackbird Judy 86972. She 
was a daughter of Black Monarch of Emer- 
son 30331, the St. Louis World’s Fair 1904 
grand champion sire. Her dam was Black- 
bird of Woodlawn 9th 48821, a Pierce bred 
cow, her sire was Black King of Woodlawn 
31008, a Goodwin bred bull, and her dam 
was Blackbird of Woodlawn 6th 26476, her 
sire was Moon Eclipser, the sire of Bell’s 
Eclipser, the sire of Black Woodlawn 42088, 
and her dam was Blackbird of Woodlawn 
2d, bred by Pierce, and her sire was Black 
Abbot 10423, a full brother to Black Monk 
13214 and he was the sire of champions. I 
have extended this part of the pedigree to 
show the readers where Judge Goodwin 
shines in this picture. 

Blackbird Judy 86072 I have always con- 
sidered one of the greatest, if not the great- 
est, cow I ever bred.

Both bulls descended from Pride 3d_ of 
Huntly Grange 13441. I sold the cow, 
Pride of Heatherton to Mr. Pierce in a sale 
at Omaha, Nebraska, in May, 1900. The St. 
Louis World’s fair grand champion bull, 
Prince Ito 2d 54471 was of this same Pride 
4th of the Pride of Aberdeen family.

Her 
sire was Marathon 76760 and his sire was 
a Zaire bull—Zaire 15th 34371, a champion 
and a champion sire bred by Goodwin & 
Judy. The dam of New Erica 3d W. was 
New Erica 85818 sired by Archie Prince, a 
double bred Pride of Aberdeen bull, bred by 
M. A. Judy. New Erica 3d W. 129043 was 
the dam of Epistos 201189, a grand cham- 
pion of the International Live Stock show. 
In the Roberts dispersion sale he sold for a 
record price $15,600. The dam of New 
Erica 85818, Ephemera, was imported by M. 
A. Judy and she was a sister to the dam of 
the champion, Enlate, that sold for a record 
price, $36,000, at that time. You will note 
in this pedigree that the grandsire of 
Kileenmere 85th is by Eileenmere 4th 2515(4 
who is the result of the mating of a half 
brother and sister by Black Woodlawn 
42088. From such mating other great sires 
have been produced. Black Monarch of Em- 
erson was the produce of a brother and sis- 
ter and he proved to be the St. Louis 
World’s Fair champion sire. 

My advice to the new beginners is to study 
this pedigree and some of the old estab- 
lished breeders will be benefited to follow 
the Tolan brand as near as it is possible to 
adopt. Another point I want to call your 
attention to is the good names in this pedi- 
gree of this champion, Kileenmere 85th. 
Keep the family name foremost and your 
sweethearts in the background. Short names 
are preferable. I have seen some wonderful 
animals sell within the last year for half 
what they would if they had been properly 
named. Many pedigrees have been spoiled 
by the wrong name and the animal discard- 
ed because progressive and _ constructive 
breeders don’t want seed stock of an unpop- 
ular brand. If anyone reading this article 
has any comments to make on it and wishes 
to write me I most certainly will try to give 
them the best of my 50 odd years exper- 
ience in the breeding, feeding, showing an 
importing of Aberdeen-Angus.
